One Hundred Million Dollars® Worth
of' Precious Stones in His Museum.
What he terms his museum. saysa

writer in the December Cosmopolitian,

speaking of the Shah of Persia, is u

curious plaee, It contains o profusion

of costly articles and objects of urt, such
ns exist nowhere else at the present
day, it heing the opinion of well-in-
formed Buropenns, who have viewed
these  treasures,  that their money
alue is perhaps twenty-fold that of the

contents of the so-called green vaults ot
Dresden. It is impossible to give exnet
figures, for they could only be obtnined
wlter o long and minute fmlpm-tinn and
viluation by experts;  but, roughly
estimated, it is probable that there
is more than ®100,000,000 worth of jow-
eley, precious stones, coined and un-
coined gold, costly objets de vertu, fine
poreclnin and g'hlﬁﬁwm'm old wenpons
and armor, tableware and ornaments of
exquisite Persinn and Hindu workman-
ship, ete. The so-called poncoclk throne
(n Hm'b of the plunder Nadir Shah ear-
ried off from Delhi 150 yveurs ago) is
alone valued ot many millions, even
after n nuwher of vhe large, rough and
unent jewels have been broken out and
stolen,

It 18 an incongruous place, this mu-
soum. There yon will see vises of agate
or gold and lapis lnzuli, said to be worth
millions; and along=ide of them empty
perfume  bottles of  European make,
with gaudy lubels, that can be had at
wholesale  for about & cents apicce,
You will see priceless mosnie and
exquisitely painted eups, and cans, nnd
verses, which were presented by some
Furopean potentate, and side by side
with them you will notice some horri-
ble daubs, verituble l0-cont chromos,
picked up the Lord knows how and
where,  You will perceive gloass cases
fillod with huge heaps of rubies, din-
monds, emeralds, supphives, turquoises,
girnoets, topizes, boryls, of all sizes and
Kinds, out and uncut; and check by
jow! with those your eyes will see cheap
music boxes, Jew's harps, squenky lmutl!
organs, The Shah must also be in con-
dition to “bull™ the market on pearls;
for hepve is, for instance, o big gliass case
twenty-four inches long by eighteen
inches wide and high, that is more
than half tilled with boautiful penrls
(mostly from the Persinn gull  fisheries)
of ull sizes and degrees of loveliness, In
u separnte long case the orders and dee-
orations of the shih, coming from nearly
every country in the world, are kept on
exhibition; but the ¢rown  jewels are in
adittle box that is always locked. and
for which the shah himsell forever,
waking ov sleeping, enrrios the Kuoys,
The contents of this box, and of the sev-
eral vaults whoere e keeps his pilles on
iiles of bright, shining, uvnused money,
10 never allows others to view, nlthough
the musenm moay he visited onee o vear
by the Europesn diplomatists nnd the
friends that they vouch for,

A Comparatively Steady Feeling Pre-
vails— New York Stogks Dnly Mod-
erntely Active—Provisions
Inclined to Wenkness,

Citeano, dan. 7.~ [Speciul Telogram to the
Bee | —The opening week of the yoar pre-
sonted considerable activity in financial cir-
cles,  The demand for money was only mod-
eratoly active, calls from all sources being
smaller than for some woeks pnst.  Baukers
have ineressed their supply of loanable funds
ns borrowers have cancelled some of their
outstanding obligutions ut the close of the
Year, Operators on the board of trade re-
quested very few favors, as deliveries on
January contracts were lighter than usual,
being transferred nheud as much us possible
us speculators were fearful of a financinl
squeeze’ about this season of the year.
Packers have presented some paper for dis-
count, but their demands have not been press-
ing and their wunts have been readily sup-
plied. There was about the average amount
of miscellancous paper offered st the banks
und parties in good stunding were accom-
modated without much complaint,  Whole-
sile merchants were moderate borrowers
and, to some extent, in the way of extension
of papers.  There Is considerable money
beiug forwarded to the interior for the pur-
chase and storing of grain at interlor points,
though even this demand 18 lighter thun
some weeks ago. Rates of interest are
moderately firm, though there is a larger per
ventage of paper accopted  accepted ut
medinm figures.  The bulk of paper from
good partics was accepted at 7 per cont, with
smull smounts at TH@8 per cent.  Bastern
money markets’ demand for discounts con-
tinues quite uctive with only a modarate sup-
ply of lounable funds, and rates of interest
were maintained ot 6@ 7 per cent, Reports
from European financial centeres  indicated
comparatively steady feeling  in that quarter
and interests were without material change,
The weekly reports show o further decredse
in bank bulances. New York exchange was
in good demmnd during the early part of the
week aud the feeling was stronger.  Offer-
ings were not very large, Sales were made
between banks early at Mi60¢ premium per
£1,000, but near the close the feeling was
easier and transactions were maae at 95@die
premium, the market closing steady, For-
cign exclange was in good request and

offerings  were somewhat limited. The
market  was  stropger and  prices  ruled
higher.

irices were slignt.  Trading was largely on

Vall  street  account—the  outside  and
foreign business  doing very  little,
Sules on the Noew York  stock

exchunge ngeregnted about 742,000 shures. A
moderntely active business was transactidd
in the Chicago produce markets for the in-
troductory week of the year] thoueh the
the trade in a peneral way has not fully re-
covered from the usuul holiday quictness,
The volume of speculative husiness was only
moderate, and operators in all the leading
mirkets appearced to give preferred deliver-
ies the preference.  Considerable trading
wis reported in the way of transferving con-
tracts,  Deliveries on January  contracts
woere surprisingly small, which muay be ut-
tributed to the fear of a “squecze™ in finan-
cinl eircles.  Some wheat, laed and  short
ribs were tendered, but the guantities of
other urticles were very limited. The feeling
in u general way was inclined to  weakness,
tnd pidees for most articles have favored the
buying interests The receipt of  grain hos
not been vory large ot the prineipal western
markets and the movement castward and to
foreign markets was moderately free.  Sup-
plies of grain are increasing gradually with
the exception of barley. The movement of
live stock to leading western points hus been
fuir, but not in excess of that of the corre-
sponding time in 1557, The firmness in
frefghits and the searcity of cars, coupled with
the refusal of westorn ruilroads to transfor

their  shipments  to  eastern  raflronds,
which has  delayed  freight, has  been
somewhat  of an cmburge to  the
shipping  business, yet  our  merchants

have managed to forward considerable prop-
erty in the aggrogate,  Advices from foreign
markets in reference o stocks on hand and
the demand for all interests, has not been
very favorable to holders and the home mie-
kets have not exhibited much life. Stocks
of hog products are gradunlly sccumulating
al the principal \nm'lﬂug centers though they
ure generally believed o be lighter than at
this time lust year, due to the increase in the
packing of the west,

DISASTERS IN THE ORIENT.
Terrvible Suffering From the Overflow
of the Yangtze-Kiang,

The Hu Pao says:  The bed of the
old southern course of the Yellow viver
being too high, the current cannot pos-
sibly be tuken into it. even if the pres-
ent breach be suceessfully stoppeds and
therefore it has been determined to re-
conduct the river north through Shan-
tung.  The authoritics of Chihli and
Shantung have accordingly been in-
strucied to exenvate  with all speed, in
readiness for next veur'sspring freshets,

At Hukiou City,near Kiukiang, there
has been vioting by the famished people,
who forced their way into  the jex-
amination hall and vielently demnnded
relief,

A Chingkiang corvespondent of the
North China Daily News, under date of
November 24, says: The Yellow river
floods are said to be mgkiong their way
toward North An-hui, and the prefec-

tures  and  distriets of Ying-chow,
show-chow  and Ting-yuan  are
shid 1o have ton fuot of
water.  The Hungtse lake is also

slowly vising, and it is possible a por-
tion of the Hood waters may How via the
Chao Inke ont by Yu-chiskin nenr Wuohin
into the Yangtze, and another portion
by the Grand canal into the Yangtze,
near this place.  Anywny there will he
great misory this winter apd nume
hees of  people have  already  been
drowned, Some of the wisters may too
draw off into the Hwni viver. The
vieeroy at Nankin is said to be muel
excrcised on the mattere, as he does not
know where the wuters may foree their
wiy out,

Under date of November 28 the same
correspondent says:  The waters of the
Yellow viver are now floating through
novthern An Hui, and a section of
country 450 square 1 is more or less of o
luke, with the viver ranning through
the centre.  The water has Nowed past
Tai Ho, Heien and down 10 Ying-chow

Fu, both twowns  having  soffered

According to a report sent to 3hi Pao
of November 28 and given under pe-
serve, the River viceroy had three doys
warning of the impending disnster, but
unwisely listened to the counsels of
o secretary named Li, and neglected to
send the money for purchasing block-
ing muterinls which were urgently doe-
manded by the head officer of the sta-
tion. A letter to the Yih-wen Luh
savs that the water now renches o n
point only forty li north of Yang-chow,
and looks ns if it will finally enter the
Yangise by way of Kau-yu Uity. A
memorial from the Viceroy Li states
that Tung-ming in Chihli has had o
narrow :-wusm from the disaster which
100k place higher up: the current was
more overwhelming than has  been
known for scores of years: thousands of
tnels had already been spent in endeny-
oring to save the dykes, when suddenly,
the waters stopped and news of the
breach ot Cheng-chon arrvived. Four
million taels, being the Peking remit-
ances due from the provinees bovdering
on Honan, are to be advanced by thoso
provinces from any funds on hand and
sent to Honan within a month, the
smount to count as next year's Peking
remitances, and to be graduoally reim-
bursed as collected to the funds whence
now ndvaneed,

The Shi Poo says that it is proposcil
to call upon the pawnshops throughout
the empire for pn_\':m-uth severnl yonrs'
annual leense fees and quieterly re-
newnl fees in advance, in support of the
Yellow fund.  The latest news from the
breach is that the bloeking-up work is
progressing, and efforts are being made
to lead off the water into its natural
channel,

The Shantung correspondent of the
North China Daily News says: There
is osaying curvent in China that the
imperial canel is a jewel box, and that
the Yellow river is a prodigal son. It
issnid to have been from the will of
the Emperor Chin=Ching that the fu-
milinge soubrigquent of this stream took
its rise. by which it has come to be
known as “China's Sorrow.™  Of the as-

wets of  the  pecent eolamity
rom the Honan and  Kinngnan
side, we are unable to  speak:

the Shantung side may huve some points
of interest.  The Yellow river has been
in the habit of swinging back and forth,
from the south of the Shantung promon-
tory to the north since the Han dynasty.
The northern routes have heen various
and complieated, and 50 far as we are
aware are not ascertainnble with pre-
cision, A good mup of Shantung or of
Chilli is marked at sundey points along
the seabonrd with dotted lines, inclosing
the phivase, Old mouth of the Yellow
viver:”™ where there have been muny
mouths there have been many courses.

In 1857 the Yellow rviver, which for o
long time had been lowing south of the
promontory, burst its banks and came
northward in & mighty torrent, oceupy-
ing the bed of what wasthen termoed the
Tu Ch'ing Ho,which at onee beenme nnd
remuained a grent turbid Hood. The de-
vastation must have been similar to what
has lately taken place in Honan, By
degrees the surviving inhabitants be-
came aecustomed to the invader, and
by mighty dikes struggled to re-
strain it.  How ineffectunl these efforts
have been, muy be ascertained by o
casunl glance at the volumes of the
translations of the Peking Guzette,
especially for the past six years, Gov-
ernors have come, <cen, and bheen c¢on-
gquered,  Millions of tuels have heen s
much wasted as if buricd in o polar
ocean. Square miles of enrth have been
henped up, and washed out agnin each
summer. There is o broad belty of Shuan-
tung, which, like the valley of the Nile,
has contracted o chronie habit of getting
drowned.

For years the great highwoy from
Peking to Chi Nan-fu has been  inter-
rupted ench summer by a waste of water
from ten to twenty mlles wide. This
occupiad a disteiet fectile and full of
villages. When the floods eame with
sudden violenee through o huge gap in
the double banks, villages wero utterly
washed away and erops buried out of
sight. Late in the autumn the wilers
usually subsided, and then some of the
survivors contrived toplant alittle wheat
in the soft residunm of mud, and were
esteomed fortunate if it was reaped an
time to escape the flood of the nextsum-
mer. In the fifth moon of the current
yenr the waters came again,  Hall way
between Ta-chou and Chi Nau-fu it was
necessary to take bouts, which were pro-
vided by the magistrate of the district
of Yu Ch'eng, to forry passengers over
abont fifteen miles of water.

When at length thiswater was crossed
there still remained six miles of solid

lnnd  before the Yellow river was
venched, Despite the enormous vol-
umes of water escaping through the

gaps above, the Yellow river itsell was
full to the top of its natural banks, and
on either side ran o swift and powerful
current like o mill-vace,  In the midst
where all is generally a smooth, even
flow, appeared o tumultous boiling, hiss-
ing rapid, extremely dangerous to navi-
ration, This was the point where the
wileprs came into collision with  the
broken nrches of what  had onee bean a
fine bridge over the Toa-ching river,

Such, for five or =ix years puast, hos
been the general condition of the viein-
ity of the yellow rviver, in the prefec-
ture of Chi Nan-fu. The moment the
great broak occurred in Honan, so fatal
to that provinee and to An Hui, all this
wig changoed, The overflowed viver if-
teen miles wide, which had 5o dislocat-
ing nu effect, Nowed away almost as
gquickly as it come, The real Yellow
rivor, o, no longer came, und its chie-
nel became guite useless for navigation.
Great junks were helplessly  strandod.
There was but o few inches of water in
the shallower bends, and, in the deepost
renches betweon the water had setiled
into clearness, and there wus no current
whatever. Thus came to a sudden end
nlmost exnetly tnivty vears of malignant
violence, the fory of the walers being
transferred elsowhere. Within o fow
dnys of the depurture of the witer the
old ronds on the pliin south of the viver
were re-apenod, and in o fortnight what
hud lately heen an impoassable swimp
wis  detunlly dusty.  On the northern
pladn the process wis slower.  The lick
of united awetion S0 conspiouous in
Chinese affuirs, wis here more con-
spicuous thin ever,
